And he has evolved a system which 
ho calla "IntelllBont selfL^hncss," designed to 
benefit both management and workers. 

In 1014, Lincoln Electric set up an advisory 
board ol representatives elected hy ear.li plant 
department and the foremen, plus tlio plant 
superintendent and company president. 
Which has authority over all niar and shop 
operations. In the same year the company 
reduced the work week (rom the prevailing

In the ensuing 30 years, the company has 
tastltuted Iree life Insurance lor workers, 
. paid vacatloni, iale o( stock to employes, cash 
payments for auggefltlons toward Improving 
"mothod* or design, bonus payments, retire- 
ment annuities and trust funds. 

In a letter to the President, Mr. Lincoln 
.states that no time has ever been lost 
" through labor- management mlsunderstand- 
. Ing, and that In the post 20 years no wage 
".leductlonfl have been made nor any persoil 
laid off through lack of work. In the same 
period, says Mr. Lincoln, earnings and em- 
■ploymont have Increased fourfold while the 
.-gelling price of Lincoln products has been re- 
:duced so per cent, 

; Today Mr. Lincoln claims that his factory 
'workers draw tlio world'a highest Industrial 
ipay (an average of §5,400 annually) and havo 
A higher hourly production record than any 
oompany making a comparable product. 

Lincoln Electric ha.-; no labor union, and 
thus has probably had charges of "paternal- 
Ism" thrown at It But there seems no logical 
T«a£OQ why Lincoln methods. If they arc as 
effective as they leem to be. would not work 
Just aa well In union shops, provided there 
axlsted a mutual desire to make them work. 

Most of our Industrial strife can bo traced 
to unintelligent selfishness, Such seltL'ihncss 
brought public censure upon labor during tUa 
WOT, and a recent warning from Labor Secre- 
tary Bchwellcnbach to "put Its house In or- 
der." None of It has worked to anybody's 
ultimate good. 

Mr. Lincoln's "Intelligent selfishness" Is a 
fresh, frank and welcome substitute for the 
overworked term, "labor-management coop- 
sratlon." Perhaps this conception of Indus- 
Idol relations, and Its accompllshmentj, will 
give both sides a new approach to on old 
problem.

Stanley Evans, a labor member of Britntn's 
parliament, begs this country to "have some 
consideration for us who held the fort for 
two years while Americans waxed fat on pro- 
cocda of cojh and carry.'"
